You are authorized 
to purchagse 400 enamel muge with handlee, 400 yards face 
towelling and 400 gmall hooks. One yard of towelling a 
yard wide ie sufficient for two towele for a pupil and the 
Department coneiders that the towele should be made by the 
pupils themeelvee, under the supervision of the individual 
teachers. 


Hach regular attendant at gchool should have a 
hook placed on the wall, with hie or her number above it 
and to which oan be attached the pupil's oup and towel in 
uee. The pupile will each have two towele and should take 
one home every week for washing. The children should be 
taught to take proper care of property not their own and 
it ehould be understood that the towele are to be used in 
the schoolowt,. 


You may also purchase 90 yarde of narrow white 
tape, which should be divided among the schoole go that 
each child will have 4 inchee for each of hie two towele.

Sanitary conveniences are not at all what they should 
be. It appears that at some of the schools neighbouring 
farmers water their cattle at the school well or cistern during 
the winter months, fouling the ground, and leading to serious 
danger of water contamination. 


— Some system of individual drinking cups should un- 
doubtedly be provided. At present, in several of the schools 
at least, ome drinking cup does service for all the children, 
with an inevitable spread of disease. The lavatory 
accommodation is also entirely inadequate. Small plants 
are today being supplied to country people for individual 
residences at a cost of a few hundred dollars each. I think 
it would be quite possible to instal similar conveniences in the 
various schools.

Purther to our proposal of the 22nd » and agreeable 
to your verbal request made to the writer yesterday, we have 
amended our quotation on the Kaustine Equipment which we con- 
sider necessary for the eleven schools on the Reserve. 


As mentioned to you esterday, we believe that two 
Units would be sufficient in Schools No.7? and 11, and that the 
only School that requires four units is the two room School 
Osweken, namely #2. In addition to making the deductions to 
cover the equipment in both the Schools in question, we have 
estimated on installing the two Units in Schools No.6,8 and 9, 
without making any additions. As pointed out to you yesterday 
we have hundreds of School installations where we have installed 
our equipment in cloak rooms, and in many cases the floor space 
is not as great as you have in Schools No.6,8, and 9. We have 
figured that there will be approximately 45 square feet in the 
boys cloak room and the same amount in the girka cloak room at 
Schools lio.6,8 and 9 without making any aiditions. 


Taking the above amendments to our proposal into 
consideration our price for twenty four Units in all, installed 
complete with the necessary partitions, cess pits, etc., would 
be $4,950.00, with the Government Sales Tax, and $4,775.00 
without sales tax. We are preparing blue prints showing 
the layout on the Stock Schools namely Mo's. 1,3,4,5,7,10 and ll, 
also a blue print showing the layout without any alteration to 
No's., 6,8 and 9, and a blue print of the installation at #2.

Referring to our correspondence with you regarding 
the question of equipping the Schools on the Six Nations Reserve 
with Kaustine Equipment, and also to our tour of inspection of 
the various Schools. 


After going over this whole proposition very carefully, 
figuring the cost of installing this equipment, making the necess- 
ary alterations in the case of the stock schools and the necessary 
additions to school Numhers 6-8-9, we have the honor to submit to 
you the eh flay | figure for which we agreed to do this work. Our 


price including the Government Sales Tax of 5% would be $6,390.00 
and if this tax is not applicable, our figure in that case would be 
$6,190.006 


As suggested by you, we have figured on closing up the door 
between the boys and girls cloak rooms of the following schools, Num- 
bers 1-3-4-5-7-10-11 , and in place of this door, which will be sheet- 
ed up to conform with the interior scheme of the buildings, we would 
remove the one window in the girls" cloak room and replace it with a 
aoor which would then give a separate entrance to the girls and boys 
from the outside of the buildings. The understanding is that we will 
use the present door and frame which leads from the boys to the girls 
cloak rooms. 


In compliance with your request, we have figured on 28 Units 
in all for the eleven schools, divided up as follows:-

a At the school board meeting held yesterday 
it was found that owing to the large increased 
attendance, consequent upon sending these children 
to Chapleau, there is a shprtage of desk accommodation 
in the 51x Nations Bchools. 

In the case of Noe 11 the overflow was so 
great that it has been found necessary to hire 
the building and start a subsidiary school, which 
I have called 11 A, at which on the 20th. of April 
when I inspected i there were 24 children in the course 
of their studies and there will be some more in the 


next few days. 
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The school board has approved of the 


engagement pf Miss Mildred Froman to conduct 


thid school, subsequently the addition which is 
to be made to No. ll, for kindergarten classes 
at a salary of $800.00 a year. 

It 1s found that we urgently need thirty- 
five new desks and a new teacher's desk and 
I would ask for authority to purchase these at once 
as the children are crowded two or three on one 
seat. 

I take this opportunity to say that I am 
extremely gratified with the result which the 
sending of these children to Chapleau has had 


upon truantage in the Keserve, it is quite wonderful.

I have your 103/25/688 of the 4th instant, with 
reference to the purchase of playground bats and balis for 
the Six Natione Schools. I note that you have already 
Placed an order for several sets of this equipment. With 
reference to purchasing equipment for the schools, I should 
be pleased if you would be guided by official letter of 
this file number of February 19th, last. 


You were authorized to purchase, after securing 
competitive prices, two soft balls and two playground bats 
for each of the Six Nations Schools that have not already 
been supplied with this equipment. When you are submitting 
a certified account, in duplicate, in favour of the firm 
given the business, support it with an Abstract of Tender 
form showing who were asked to quote and the prices quoted. 


As you were informed by lir. Ferrier at the time 
of his last visit to Brantford, it was also intended to 
introduce volley ball to the pupils of the Six Natione 
schools. The Department has special arrangements for the 
purchase of volley ball equipment and eleven outfits will 
be purchased and sent to you for distribution to the 
schools. Under separate cover, you are being instructed 
to release Mr. W. G. Green from his duties as teacher of 
the No. 9 Sehool and place him in charge of the athletic 
activity and physical instruction for all schools on the 
reserve. Mr. Green should make himself thoroughly 
acquainted with the game of volley ball and should make 
the best arrangements for hanging the nets at the different 
schools upon the occasion of his first visit to each. 
There may be some expense in connection with the standards 
for the nets. I believe it advisable to use poles which 
gan be cut on the reserve and placed on suitable corners 
of the playgrounds as economically as possible.

In this connection I have to say that, in the 
case of any school requiring repairs to windows, through 
broken glass, or repaire to or renewing of stove pipes, 
where the cost does not exceed $10, you may, if the 
matter is more or less urgent, authorize the expenditure, 
forwarding accounts, in triplicate, properly certified, 
covering the coet. However, before any repairs are 
undertaken, the cost of which exceeds the above amount, 
you should report the matter to the Department, giving, 
in detail, full particulars as to the cost of materials 
and labour, as it is necessary that an enoumbrance be 
raised to cover the funds required for the purpose. 

The cost of minor repairs which you are authorized to 
have undertaken, as atated above, ia covered by a blanket 
encumbrance obtained from the Representative of the 
Treasury here. I may add that our funde thie vear for

Civil Servant. ‘Therefore, any regulations relating to 
Oompensation for more than one position would not 
appear to be applicable in this case. 


It might also be pointed out that Mr. Anderson 
is a very capable mechanic and his employment by the Departnent 
from time to time om minor repair jobs is felt to be in the 
interests of efficiency and economy,

On taking up the 
fleor where it was sinking it was found that dry ret had 
get in on all the sills except twe along the entire north 
half ef the Scheol fleor. A slight kneck er kick with 
ene's foot and the silled end resting in the concrete slot 
crumbled away. 


As a result the whole half of the fleer had te be 
taken up and re-silled adding considerably to labeur and 
material coste 


I am inferm that this dry ret is caused by insuf- 
ficient ventilation as the dampness that cellects under the 
fleer lies there instead ef dispersing as it would if there 
were larger and more frequent ventilaters.

No. k. This school badly requires exterior painting, ani would 
cost, using indian labour and one coat of paint, approx- 
imately $50.00. 


this school is brick, but the window frames and doors 

outside require painting which 1 would recommend, as 

being in the Village its condition is most noticeable. 

1t would cost approximately #20.00 to do the painti..g, 

and there are some repairs necessary to the eavestrough, costing 
about $15.00 including labour. 


This school must be eavestroughed complete at a cost, with 
labour of about $40.00. 


This school is in the worst condition of all and urgently re- 
uires painting inside and out at a cost of approximately 
75.00 for one coat. 


There are also some eavestroughing repairs necessary, cost 
about $15.00 including labour. 


The stove is also warped and broken open on both sides and it 
is doubtful if it can be repaired. IL would request the ve- 
partment to give me authority to purchase a new one in the 
event of it being beyomd repair. A new one is quoted locally 
at about $50.00 though wardware prices are constantly changing. 
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No. 2 This school should have one coat of paint on exterior at a 
cost with labour of approximately #50.00, 


No. 8. This is the smallest school on the xeserve and badly requires 
Pinting inside and out at a cost of #60.00 with labour. 


No. 9. This school as previ ously reported, urgently requires re- 
building and it is useless spending money on building repairs. 


it however urgently requires a new woven wire fence. 4t will 
require 11 rods at 50¢ per rod or a cost of %5.50. In ad= 
dition there will be labour costs and some posts, which can 
be bought off the Heserve at about .20¢ per post, Labour 
costs would be at .25¢ per hour. 


A cupboard is also urgently required for books, etc, 


This is a two roomed school and should be painted inside and 
would cost approximately $60.00 with labour, 


. Tt t# also urgently requires a new wire fence, taking 16 
~rods at .50¢ per rod or a cost of $8.00 plus a certain number 
of posts and labour costs, the same as at No. 9. 


There are of course, in addition, some minor repairs to all 
schools, such as window panes, door nobs, jatches, ete. 


Also each school needs one or two new blinds, and a certain 
number of new stakes for the front fences which in each case are stake 
fences. 

Most caretakers request extension ladders which they do not 
have, and it is really impossible for them to do much of the cleaning 
and repair work without them. A 33" extension ladder can be bought for 
$12.00. each. 

All work and labour can be carried out by Indians.

As you know, two of our day schools which entered 
the School Improvement Competition last year did remarkably 
well, both in the Provincial and the County competitions. 


This year six of our Schools have entered, Nos.1, 
3, 4, 6, 9 & 11, and though preferably I would rather have 
seen less enter, now they have shown the keenaes to enter I 
feel that we should do all possible to encourare then. 


As the programme laid out by the Competition officials 
for each school is quite extensive, it was felt that the 
Department could not be expected to do everything, so each 
school collected salvage, or had some event whereby they man- 
aged to obtain £15.00 to $20.00 each as funds towards providing 
some of the things required, — 


Then at their last meeting the Council voted $75.00 
to be divided up among the schools. . This amount will go largely 
in purchasing the various shrubs and plants required, for crass 
seed, and for other ground improvements. 

———————— —" 

As far as the Departmeht goes, I would like to have 
authority to repair fences where necessary, mostly broken 
posts, and some re-stretching. There will also be some stake 
fencing to repair and general repairs to outbuildings, porches, 
steps, mostly of a minor nature. 


Then No.4 School should be painted on the outside, 
as it has not been done during the time I have been in charre 
of this Superintendency, and if possible on the inside. There

Nova Scotia. In fact, I had a letter written to Mr. 
MacKinnon, asking him, if and when he could handle 
this unit, as I will be obliged to move it from its 
present storage at once. 


I have on hand 8 camp or barrel stoves. These 
will each take a 4* stick of wood and are only suitable 
for camps or large buildings. 1 understood you were 
building a camp on the Restigouche xeserve for lumber- 
ing, if so, probably you could use some of these stoves. 
They are not new, but are in fairly good condition. I 
have no use for them at the present time and feel that 
they would rust and spoil with age, if kept in storage. 


We also have 3 large water tanks, and two 
jacket heaters (coal). These might be used to 


advantage, at some boarding school or other place, 
if not, we will move them to Kingsclear.

Svery window in the school was broken including 
in most cases the sash; the teacher's desk and the clock were 
completely broken up, while the blackboards and school ladder 
were damaged, and books and papers were scattered all over the 
floor; one outhouse was demolished. 


As the larger windows are eight feet in length, 
it may be some time before they can be replaced, as sash and 
glass are difficult to obtain. 


In view of this the school will have to be closed 
for a few days, or maybe until September. If the sash and glass 
cannot be obtained immediately we shall have to board up all the 
windows, not only to prevent people getting in, but as this is 
the season of the year for heavy thunderstorms - to prevent 
heavy rains driving in and ruining the walls and floors, as the 
interior of this school was painted last year.

This will acknowledge your letter of the 3lst of July concerning 
recommendations mace by the School Insrector, which we had not previously 
seen as Inspector Webster always sends his report direct to the Denartment. 


With regard to the question of towels, this office is of the opinion 
that paper towels would be the most suitable in everv way, as there would be 
preat difficulty in cetting the individual towels laundered and also to arrance 
suitable placement for them at the schools. 


There mi¢ht, of course, be some waste to paper towels, but that is 
a matter for the teacher to supervise and control. It is survested that we 
issue them for a vear and see as to the cost and the quantities used, and 
ne doubt we could then tell as to whether unnecessary numbers are being used, 


It would be best also to have the towel cabinets as advertised in 
the Geo.M.Hendry Company catalorue, under No.7-512, as thev would probablv 
help in economical use rather than the loose paper towels that manv public 
places have, 


The Water Container von refer to on Page 60 of the Hendry catalocue 
4s suitable, and it would be satisfactory if we are supplied with them. Like 
the towels, the life of the containers would devend considerably on the super- 
vision and discipline the teachers exercise over their class-rooms, as we 
have noticed in the use of water cuns that some teachers have a much better 
system than others, and as a result mich ereater care is taken of them and 
their life is prolonged,
